trends don't change by the time all the polls have closed in two states Indiana and Kentucky the polls have 
closed and on the basis of CBS News interviews with voters in Indiana Indiana with 12 electoral votes 
President Reagan has won that traditional Republican state in Kentucky a border state that sometimes 
swings each way the Bluegrass State with nine electoral votes our CBS News exit poll indicates President 
Reagan has won in Kentucky to two states 21 electoral votes remember it takes 270 electoral votes to make 
a president our veteran political correspondent Bruce Morton is here tonight to explain some of the how and 
the why of the making of the president 1984 Bruce then President Reagan is running well at this hour and 
he's doing well among some traditionally Democratic groups how do we know that CBS News and the New 
York Times have been polling voters today and selected precincts all across the country handing them our 
ballot after they'd finished casting their ballots our ballot asks who did you vote for and why and ask some 
things about the voter who's being polled things like how old are you what do you do for a living here's what 
we've learned President Reagan at this hour is running well with younger voters 18 to 24 year olds Walter 
Mondale is getting overwhelming support from black voters but Ronald Reagan does well with some other 
traditionally Democratic groups he does well for instance with trade union 
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does well for instance with trade union members members of Union households getting a majority but getting 
around 45% a pointer to better than he did with that group four years ago mr. Reagan runs well among 
Catholics sometimes a majority always a solid share of that vote and he is way out in front with another 
traditionally Democratic group southern whites there is a slight gender gap the president has a comfortable 
lead among men the vote is closer among women issues mr. Reagan gets high marks on the economy and 
that's the issue most people we've polled care about most he also does well among those who want a strong 
defense mr. Mondale is doing well among those worried about arms control as for character mr. Regan gets 
high marks for strong leadership and confidence and are pulling so far suggests that two of mr. Mondale's 
big Gamble's during this campaign just didn't pay off voters are saying they don't want their taxes raised as a 
way of easing the federal deficit and mr. Mondale selection of Geraldine Ferraro to be his running mate 
doesn't seem to have helped the ticket even in the northeast where Democrats have hoped it might man 
thank you Bruce president candidate and citizen Ronald Reagan was among today's voters in California Bill 
Plante is their mission bells peeled in the tiny town of solving near the reagan ranch as the president waving 
his absentee ballot arrived with mrs. reagan to vote aides said mr. Reagan and the first lady had marked 


their ballots yesterday but delivered them here today so they could be seen voting inside the polling place 
the president joked when asked for whom he had voted asked again outside mr. Regan pointed to his wife 
advisor said the president was in good spirits but glad the campaign is over Peggy relieved and relaxed 
looking forward to this evening returning to Los Angeles the first lady appeared unsteady as she left the 
helicopter her staff said that she is tired and still dizzy after falling and hitting her head on a chair the night 
before last but they insist that nothing else is wrong and they say that mrs. Regan is not taking 
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they say that mrs. Regan is not taking any medication in Houston Vice President Bush and his wife waited 15 
minutes to vote chatting with the other people on line around them Bush too was in an upbeat mood good 
beautiful day great to be home | did the right thing did the right thing if Bush was nervous it didn't show later 
as he played in a softball game between reporters and his staff despite the polite unwillingness on the part of 
the president and his staff to speculate on the outcome of the election there's certainly no air of suspense 
around here privately top White House aides believe that they'll be able to claim a mandate for the president 
based on the size of the popular vote and they are already planning a unity Drive between now and the 
inauguration to reach out to those people who didn't vote for Ronald Reagan dan thank you bill and we've 
been coming out to you in California early and often during our election coverage by first early light of a cold 
crisp Minnesota day Walter Mondale turned out to cast his ballot waiting wishing hoping somehow for a 
come-from-behind November surprise Susan Spencer is there the five voting members of the Mondale family 
braved a Minnesota morning chill and appeared to vote in North Oaks before the polls even opened only to 
stand in line the candidate took just over two minutes to fill out his paper ballot later he was asked how all the 
Mondale's had voted today the family also paid a short visit to mrs.

out of a tough spot when it comes to getting his programs through the Congress now this is a story we'll be 
looking at throughout the evening it may turn out to be the most important story of the evening our first look 
now 
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story of the evening our first look now from national correspondent Bob Schieffer Bob dan if all goes as 
expected the Republicans will keep control of the Senate the Democrats will keep control of the house but in 
both cases the majorities will shrink the Republicans have a ten seat majority in the Senate holding 55 seats 


for a variety of reasons strategists in both parties expect the GOP to wind up with a net loss in the 
neighborhood of two seats and they say the new Senate may break down this way 53 Republicans and 47 
Democrats North Carolina's Republican senator Jesse Helms who voted early today and his Democratic 
challenger Jim hunt have been embroiled in one of the closest and certainly the most expensive Senate race 
together they've spent about 21 million dollars about $10 a voter another race thought to be too close to call 
was in Illinois we're Republican Senator Chuck Percy voted today after one of the toughest campaigns of his 
career against challenger Paul Simon a downstate congressman in the house the Democrats far outnumber 
the Republicans the Republicans don't expect to win enough House seats to take control but they do expect 
to make some gains and they've been saying that if they can pick up at least 26 seats then they'll have a 
working majority since some conservative Democrats can often be counted on to vote with the Republicans 
on major issues one final note on the Senate dan in several of the states where the president appears to be 
doing very well some Democratic candidates who were favourites to win their races are finding themselves in 
much closer contests than had been expected so with an upset or two it is conceivable that once this night is 
over it may all be a wash some seats may change hands in the Senate but the Democrats and the 
Republicans may wind up with the same number of seats about it certainly what would be watching weather 
and if it's very much a change in the Senate and/or the house one person one vote put them all together you 
get important blocks of voters take the battle for the hearts and minds of Midwest factory workers for 
example Meredith Vieira is in Chicago 
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example Meredith Vieira is in Chicago Midwest voters seem to be going for Ronald Reagan and it's the 
economy that is driving them to the voting booths despite the fact the recession struck deeper and stayed 
longer here than anywhere else in the country about half the Midwest voters polled by CBS News in The 
New York Times say the economy is better than it was four years ago of those who cited as the key reason 
for voting the way they are a strong majority are pulling the Republican lever but this is the Rust Belt and 
blue-collar workers who have felt the threat of layoffs and unemployment are less optimistic about the way 
things are one-third of those blue-collar workers pull by CBS News and the New York Times say 
unemployment has been a serious problem for them during the past four years less than half the blue collar 
workers polled think they are better off than they were in 1980 as a consequence a majority of them seem to 
be going for Walter Mondale the CBS News New York Times poll Dan shows the voters in the Midwest seem 
to be much more concerned about the economy as a key issue than voters in the rest of the country that may 
not be surprising to voters here since Ohio Illinois and Michigan share the rather dubious distinction of 
having the highest unemployment rates in the country the next issue down after the economy in the Midwest 
appears to be foreign affairs of those who tell our CBS News New York Times poll stirs that they consider 
that to be the key issue about half seemed to be voting for Mondale because of his position on arms control 
and about half seemed to be going with Ronald Reagan because of his strong defense position and apparent 
wash and that may make the economic vote more significant damn Thank You Meredith in Atlanta bernard 
goldberg is standing by in our southern and southwestern election headquarters with this word of a solid 
south solids it seems on both sides of a dividing line a color line the south this election day is shaping up as 
a portrait in black and white thank you voting for Walter Mondale and Geraldine

Times exit poll shows that black southern voters are casting their ballots overwhelmingly for Walter Mondale 
white southern voters overwhelmingly choosing Ronald Reagan that kind of split with whites in the vast 
majority is trouble for the Democratic ticket in this region there's always been a feeling that there is a wing of

free all 131 passengers and crew one passenger was injured the plane on a flight inside Saudi Arabia was 
hijacked eight hours earlier by two men believed to be from North Yemen a Saudi soldier said he hit one of 
the hijackers on the head with an axe four times and then threw him off the plane while other passengers 
subdued the other hijacker it was reported in New Delhi today that last week's assassination of Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi was not a spur-of-the-moment act a top Indian government intelligence source said 
the murder was planned two months ago by as many as a dozen Sikhs they allegedly wanted revenge for 
mrs. Gandhi's ordering the army to storm the Sikhs holiest shrine the Golden Temple last June as Wyatt 
Andrews reports now from New Delhi it is India's majority Hindus who are seeking vengeance now on the 
Sikhs it's a terrible scene in we cautioned that Andrews report contains graphic pictures they are the sobs of 
a nation that has suddenly turned on itself a white-hot rage that began when Hindus started taking revenge 
on all Sikhs because two sikhs shot Indira Gandhi everybody every town every city every village they are 
hunting for six this woman's husband was pulled from their home and burned alive while she and her five 
children watch Sikhs have been pulled from their taxis beaten on trains a mob pinned down the seven-year- 
old child and cut his shoulder-length hair a crime akin to rape for Sikhs who don't cut 
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akin to rape for Sikhs who don't cut their hair the four-day spree of violence has turned the Sikhs into 
refugees in their own City the Sikhs are virtual prisoners in the schools and temples where they have isolated 
themselves for safety in Delhi the harassment and murder of Sikhs often happened in front of the police the 
Sikhs looked for protection the cops looked away this is the most frightening part of it that when the police 
themselves cannot protect the citizens there's very little the man can do to protect himself news men trying to 
tell the story of the Sikhs are kept away by police CBS News crews that slipped past security were often
